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Continuation of 10. Other (including any explanation in support of the above items): Under the heading "Summary of Claimed Subject 
Matter" (pages 7-9 of the Appeal Brief), Appellant merely reproduces each of the independent claims, and provides vague references and 
generic citations of paragraphs and figures of the specification deemed relevant. Such a presentation fails to constitute "a concise 
explanation of the subject matter defined in each of the independent claims involved in the appeal, which shall refer to the specification by 
page and line number, and to the drawing, if any, by reference characters" within the meaning of 37 CFR 41 .37(c)(1)(v). More specifically, 
the first paragraph of page 7 of the Appeal Brief generically points to "Figures 1 -4" and paragraphs "[0008]-[001 0] et al." in an attempt to 
demonstrate support for the claim limitations. These generic citations are not sufficient in order to comply with this section. Examiner 
notes that Appellant points to a few specific elements in Fig. 1 (i.e. elements 26, 28, etc.), however maintains that the explanation 
presented for each of these independent claims as a whole, is not sufficient.
